1. The suggestion made by the D(.I to identify by name 
certain of the recipients does not appear to pose a security 
problem. I would ask, however, that this be dealt with on a 
case-by-case basis in order to property address the cover 
aspects of the respective employee. 

2. I believe that the majority of the cases can probably 
be accommodated within the ADMINISTRATIVE - INTERNAL USE ONLY' 
control marking. Perhaps a mechanism to accomplish this 
could be established within the framev.ork of the Suggestion 
and Achievement Awards Committee. Respective component- 
members could ascertain whether or not a cover problem 
exists with a given recipient and provide direction on 

this subject when the Committee meets for reviewing the 25X1 A 

awards. A final review could take place when the draft, 
newsletter is circulated.
